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Finances of Virginia. 

The report of the second auditor of Virginia 
sbows tbat on the 1st of October, 1871, there wasa 
balance in the treasury of $1,084,486 07. The in- 
terest at four per cent. amounts to $1,207,022 15, 
of which amount only $502,810, 20 has been paid, 
leaving $704,216, 95 unpaid. The balance on 
hand in the treasury the Ist of October, 1671, was 
$1,098,499 03—with the $704,916 95 unpaid, but 
subject to call at any momont. That latter sum 
paid, there would only remain in the treasury 
$394,282 08 to meet the January interest, This 
is based on the rate of four per cent, interest, At 
the rate of six per cent. there would be an addi- 
tional $585,188 29—which would have left the 
treasury with a deficit of more than two hnndred 
thousand on the Ist of October last. 

The second auditor tells us that to pay 4 per 
cent, Jan., 1873, and July 1873, with the balance 
due, will require $1,922,084, At the rate of six 
per cent. more than another million would be add- 
ed to the amount—making a gross total of up- 
wards of three millions to be paid in interest by 
the first of July, 1878, This would render neces- 
sary receipts to the amount of four and a half 





millions to keep the government in operation and 
pay the school fund, which, by the constitution, 
is entitled to the first dollar, 

The treasurer’s report shows the amount re- 
ceived in the treasury to the 30th of September, 
1872, of $4,817,460 77. Amount disbursed, $3,- 
218,961 74, with a balance on the Ist of October, 
1872, of $1,098,499 03, as above shown, 





Pittsburgh, Washington and Baltimore 
Railroad. 


The annual meeting of the stockholders of this 
company was held ia Pittsburgh on the 2d inst 
The Mail says: 


“The meeting was very generally attended, 
nearly all of the stock being represented. The 
financial exhibit for the year shows the gross 
earnings to have been $1,478,629 35, being an in- 
crease of over 50 per cent. on the previous year, 
Large sums of money have been expended dur- 
ing the year in construction and equipment, 
nearly the entire line from Pittsburgh to Connells- 
ville having been relaid with a superior quality 
of iron, and furnished with new ties acd good 
stone ballast. Thirteen and three-fourths miles 
of new sidings have been constructed and the 
graduation for more than five miles of double 
track completed. It is contemp!ated to finish the 
double track to McKeesport, during the coming 
spring. The company has now in use about 
sixty locomotives, and contracts out for the early 
completion of an additional number,

By an examination of the reports of the several 
coal carrying companies we find that the Readiog 
Railroad returns a tonnage fur the week ending 
on the 80th ultimo of 116,901 tons, and for its 
financial year to same date, 6,185,708 tons, against 
6,002,578 tons in corresponding time last year— 
an increase of 183,130 tons. The Schuylkill Ca- 
nal shipped for the week 18,191 tons tosame date, 
and for the year 888,190 tons, against 1,010,170 
tons to corresponding time last .year—a decrease 
The Lehigh Valley Railroad re- 
ports a tonnage for the week of 49,366 tons, and 
for the year 3,850,118 tons, against 2,781,509 tons 
to same time last year--an increase of 1,068,609 
tons. For the week the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad reports a tonnage of 39,642 
tons, and for the year 2,636,106 tons against 1,- 
683,295 tons to corresponding date last year—an 
inerease of 952,810 tons. The tonnage from Sha- 
mokin for the week was 12,085 tons,and forthe year 
538,664 tons, against 597,148 tons to correspond- 
ing time last year, showing a decrease of 69,079 
tons. The shipments by the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey for the week were 38.672 tons—for 
the year 2,426,061 tons, against 2,002,752 tons to 
corresponding time last year, an increase of 423,- 
209 tons. Of the above tonnage there was sent 
by the Lehigh Canal 12,435 tons for the week, 
and for the season 766,347 tons, against 740,636 
tons to same time last year—an increase of 25,711 
tons. The Pennsylvania Coal Company reports a 
tonnage for the week of 20,950 tons and for the 
year 1,135,042 tons against 799,030 tons to cor- 
responding date of last year, an increase of 406,- 
012 tons. The Delaware and Hudson Company 
reperts a tonnage for the week of 49,332 tons, and 
for the year 2,658,880 tons, against 1,728,839 tons 
to same time last year, showing an increase of 
930,791 tons, The Huntingdon and Broad Top 
Mountain Railroad reports a tonuage for the week 
of 8,098 tons, and for the year of 284,957 tons, 
against 298,990 tons to same date last year, show, 
a decrease of 14,033 tons, The Pennsylvania and

$18,702 59 for the iron draw in Tennessee River 
Bridge, at Bridgeport, just completed. 

The purpose of rebuilding all the old white 
pine bridges put up by the Government, referred to 
in the last report, has been fully carried out, by 
putting up first class iron bridges—at the first 
crossing of Mill Creek, over Duck River, Widow’s 
Creek, Cove Creek, Nickajack and Look-out 
Creeks, and two spans at Tennessee River Bridge, 
to take the place of two built during the war, 
and left standiog when that bridge was last 
burned, in the fall of 1863; together with an iron 
draw over the East slue. The balance of that 
bridge has been thoroughly overhauled and re- 
pewed, and the top well covered with tin, and the 
sides weather boarded. A first class Howe Truss 
Bridge bas also been built over Elk River. The 
large amount of $60,013 79 was paid on account 
of repairing other bridges, including covering, 
new masonry, and repairs of masonry, and al are 
now in good order, ; 

There was paid for new iron rails and “Fish- 
bar” fastenings, during the year, the large sum of 
$156,797 77, which is charged to operating ex- 
penses; besides which, however, we bought of 
English rail, and laid down, $95,745 25, which 
will be paid out of the profits of the year just 
entered upon, 

You have now a road in first class order, with 
“Fish-bar” rail continuously, from Nashville East 
to Elk River, 78 miles, with eight miles across 
Cumberland Mountain, asd from Chattanooga 
West to a point one mile West of Stevenson—in 
all, 126 miles, leaving only 25 miles of ‘chair’ 
rail between Cowan and Stevenson, which will be 
replaced with the “Fish-bar” rail gradually, out 
of the amount annually appropriated to the iron 
account, and charged to operating expenses. 
Last year we laid down forty miles of new iron; 
but as the road is so near relaid with new iron, 
we hope twenty-five miles of new rails each year 
hereafter, will maintain the track in first-class 
condition, Less than this amount will not do it, 
while the tonnage of your road continues as heavy 
as it was the last year, 

The through line from Louisville to Montgom- 
ery will be opened about the first of November, 
when we may reasonably expect a diminution in 
our receipts for a short time; but we expect an 
increase of business from St, Louis and other 
points, tributary to the N. and N. W. R. Road, to 
soon make up what we may lose by the Louisville 
combination, and in two or three years, to even 
go beyond the large receipts of last year. 

The large increase of $434,828 45 in receipts 
from freight last year, over the year previous, is 
as gratifying to the directors as they trust it will 
be satisfactory to the stockholders, 

The falling off in passenger.earnings, and from 
rents and privileges, is explained by the superin- 
tendent, Diminution in receipts from travel dur- 
ing the last year, is the experience of all princi- 
pal railroad companies in the South; which leads 
to the conclusion that scarcity of money was the 
principal cause of this falling off. 

Soon after the last meeting of the stockholders, 
the compromise and settlement with the United 
States Government (elaborately explained in for-

Its final con- 
summation secures the prosperity and success of 
your company. 


NASHVILLE AND NORTHWESTERN RAILROAD. 


As hinted at in last report, this road was sold in 
November last, through commissioners appointed 
for that purpose by the Legislature, In conform- 
ity to law, these commissioners filed bills in the 
Chancery Court at Nashville, against all the de- 
linquent railroads in the State, making all parties 
interested parties to the bill, and after a full and 
patient hearing of those causes, the chancellor 
decreed the sale of all the delicquent roads; and 
all of them have been sold by the commissioners, 

Owing to the combination made by the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad Company, in leasing 
the Nashville and Decatur and the South and 
North Alabama Railroads, giving that company a 
through line, under one management, from Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, to Montgomery, Alabama, is was 
deemed important by your directors, for your 
company to buy, at least, a controlling influence 
in the N. and N. W. Railroad, so that you might 
not be cut off from the trade of the great West ; 
for, with this road in other hands, your road 
might have been seriously affec'ed by the new 
line from Louisville to Montgomery; but with 
this road as a part of your line, it is believed you 
will hold the balance of power, and be able, 
through combinations with connecting and inter- 
ested roads, to neutralize the influence of the new 
competition. expected upon the opening of the 
South and North Railroad in November next, 
The directors, entertaining these views, deter- 
mined to purchase an interest of two-thirds in the 
N, and N. W. Railroad, which was done, individnals 
in Tennessee and New York taking the other 
third, at a cost of $2,400,000, in Stateof Tennessee 
bonds, with January, 1871 coupons attached ; the 
New York party agreeing to furnish the amount 
of money necessary to pay for the road, and finish 
renewing and equipping it, and to carry this 
amount for a time that was believed to be long 
enough to clear up any doubts about title, and 
enable combinations to be made favorable to 
placing bonds on the market, with which to pay 
for this road, its renewal and equipment—the in- 
dividuals endorsing the company’s notes for a cer- 
tain amount, 

The directors of the N. and N. W. Company 
appealed from the decision of the chancellor to 
the Supreme Court of the State of Tennessee, as 
did the County of Davidson, who owned three 
bundred thousand dollars of stock in that road. 
The stockholders of the company were called to- 
gether, and, by a resolution, agreed to abide by 
the sale of their road, provided the N. and C, R, 
R. Company would pay to the stockholders of 
the N, and N. W. Railroad five per cent., in cur- 
rency, upon the par value of their stock, which 
has been done with a majority of stockholders, 
and their stock transferred to your company, 
Their suit in the Supreme Court has been dis- 
missed, The suit by the County of Davison, in the 
Supreme Court, has also been dismissed, your 
company having bought the stock of the county, 
for which ten cents on the dollar, in Tennessee 
oonds, was paid. f 

Your company now owns a large majority of 
stock in the old N. and N. W. R. R. Co. The only 
contestants now are the holders of second mort- 
gage bonds, They appealed to the Supreme 
Uourt also, and filed a bill in the Federal Court, 
which bill was dismissed by the court, at its ses- 
sion in July, upon a demurrer. It is believed by 
your counsel, and counsel for the State, that there 
is no merit or strength in this appeal case; that 
they, of all other dissatisfied claimants, have the 
least showing of disturbing the sale, and that 
none ever had any chance of doing so, Buta sale, 
under a recent decree from the Chancery Court, 
in accordance with the terme of the ascond mort: 
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amounting to about $4,870,417 15,which your com- 
pany owns by purchase, ) which will settle all possi- 
ble questions of litigation. In making the purchase, 
your directors reserved the right to take the 
State’s interest alone at the price paid, in case 
the Supreme Court should not confirm the Chan- 
cellor’s decree, about which, however, there cap 
be little doubt now. The purchase of the State’s 
interest from the State’s comuiissioners was also 
fully confirmed by Act of the last Legislature.

The notes of the company with interest, having 
been given for these amounts, falling due at dif- 
ferent dates, in the next twelve months; to which 
will be added $21,240, the cost of Iron Draw in 
Tennessee River bridge, at Johnsonville, This 
work will not be completed before about the first 
of October, and to be paid for by contract, in 
three equal instalments, at six, twelve and eigh- 
teen months, from completion of work, at eight 
per cent, interest per aanum. 

The earnings of this road increased the last 

year, over the year previous $171,940 91; and 
over the year 1869-70, $200,240 01; and over the 
year 1868-69, $362,295 26, from the beginning of 
which year, we may date the opening of this road 
for business, praciically, although ia very bid 
condition at that time.

while for the year previous, it amounted to only 
$75,178 64; and it is believed that this business 
will continue to increase in something like this 
ratio for several years. 
, The commissioners allowed a credit of $700,000, 
in Tennessee bonds, on the purchase, for expen- 
ditures made, and losses sustained by your com- 
pany in operating the road, under the two agree- 
ments of lease to date of sale; and while this did 
not fully cover the amount claimed by us, this

or $15,789 per mile, which finished and equipped 
will certainly be a very cheap road. 

The construction of the branch between Hun- 
tiogdon and Jackson was postponed, until our 
title to the purchase of the Nashville and North- 
western Road conld be clearly established, about 
which there can be no doubt, The construction 
of this short road will give the shortest route, via 
the Nashville and Northwestern Road to Mobile 
and New Orleaus; aod much the shortest route to 
Memphis, as soon as the road from Jackson to 
Memphis is built, about which so much feeling is 
now exhibited in that section. It will also open 
up a rich section of country to the trade of Nasb- 
ville, which now goes to other rival cites. 

It may become necessary to build a short road 
from opposite Hickman to Charleston, in Missouri, 
or to some point near that place, on the St. Louis 
and Iron Mountain Railroad, which will reduce 
the distance to St, Louis fifteen miles or from a 
point near where the Nashville and Northwestern 
Road crosses the line of the State of Kentucky, 
io Columbus, Ky.; as we are not satisfied that 
the managers of the Mobile and Ohio Railroad, 
will give us such facil‘ties, as the growing impor- 
tance of our line will demand. 

All of the bridges on this road, are now new, 
and in excellent condition, Four ‘“ Howe Truss” 
bridges over Harpeth, and one of like character 
over Turnbull, with iron bridge upon combination 
plan, over Tennessee River and Trace Creek, 
were built in the last year, at a cost of $104,473,- 
08, Besides this, the amount of $58,176 71, was 
expended in building small bridges and renewing 
the trestles, 

The road bed has been greatly improved, and 
about twelve miles of new rails put in the track. 
There is in the track at present about 55 miles of 
* T” rail, five miles of old ‘“‘U” rail, and 111 miles 
of fish bar rail. Most of the latter is in good 
order, About 23 miles of new iron will be re- 
quired on this road, for repairs and renewal dur- 
ing the year just entered upon. We expect to 
reduce the grade ascending the ridge, from Har- 
ricane Creek to the maximum of the road this 
fall ; which will cost about $50,000. 

Six acres of ground, including the wharf at 
Johnsville, has been bought ata cost of $2,371 
08, which was necessary, in order to cultivate the 
traflic coming from and going to points’ on the 
Tennessee River, In order to afford necessary 
facilities for the transaction of business at Hick- 
man, we have purchased at that place, about four 
acres of additional ground, including about one 
\housand feet of river or wharf front, at a cost of 
$8,000 making at the same time, a contract with 
the City Council of Hickman, by which your 
company is to receive perpetually, one-half of the 
wharfage collected at that wharf. 

To aftord greater facilities for the movemert of 
freight over your roads, the directors have con- 
tracted for seven new freight locomotives—six 
wheel drivers, to be delivered between the first of 
October and first of January, at a cost of $110,000 
—and have arranged for building three bundred 
box cars, in the company’s shops during thw year, 
which will cost about $225,000, These cars and 
engines will all be required for the Nashville and 
Northwestern Railroad. And as not more than 
150 of the oars oan be floished by the company's

the heavy business will set in, it is in contempl 
tion to order one hundred box cars in addition, 
which, if done, will cost about $80,000. It cer- 
tainly would be economy to do so; for during the 
last year, the large sum of $70,000 was paid out 
for the use of cars belonging to other roads, run-. 
ning over the Nashville and Chattanooga, and 
Nashville and Northwestern Railroads, which 
amount might have beeh saved, if our roads had 
been fully equipped. 

On the first day of May last, a contract was en- 
tered into, between the Louisville and Nashville 
and Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad Compa- 
dies, for connecting the Louisville and Nashville, 
and Nashville and Decatur Railroad tracks 
through the depot grounds of your company, and 
for the building of a Union Passenger House, 
towards the erection of which, the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company agrees to furnish 
fifty thousand dollars, and pay an annuity of 
eighteen thousand dollars, perpetually, besides 
paying for the right of way, and connecting tras- 
tle (to improve the present connection between 
the Louisville and Nashville and Nashville and 
Chattanooga Railroad Depots.) Which connect- 
ing trestle and use of Ucion Passenger House, the 
Nashville aod Chattanooga Railroad Company is 
to have the right of farming out to other roads, 
upon such terms as may be agreed upon, between 
such other roads and the Nashville and Chattan- 
ooga Railroad Company; but such use is not to 
interfere with the prompt transaction of the busi- 
ness of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad, 
This contract will be read in full, and made a 
part of the proceedings of this meeting of the 
Stockholders, Our negotiations in this important 
matter with the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company were conducted pleasantly and satisfac- 
torily, through Col, Albert Fink, the just and 
able representative of that Company, with whom 
it is always pleasant to transact business.” 

Our relations and arrangements with connect- 
ing roads are of the most satisfactory character, 
extending from Louisville, Ky., and St, Louis to 
the sea at Churleston and Savannah, and from 
Nashville, via the East Tennessee and Virginia 
lines to the sea at Norfolk, Va. Through cars 
(“Green Line” and “ Virginia and Tennessee Air 
Line’’), belonging to about twenty roads, are run 
over your road between the points named, and all 
intermediate points of importance. This saves 
largely in expenses, in transferring freight at the 
terminus of each road, as was done before the 
war, There is no private interest in these lines, 
as is the case with many of the fast freight lines 
in the country, but are operated exclusively in the 
interest of the Railroad Companies represented in 
the lines. Each Company is expected to farnish 
its quota of cars, in proportion to the through 
business done over the respective roads, with 
such a system of checks and reports, as to do ex- 
act justice to each Company in the use of these 
cars ; those having less than their qnota pay, and 
those having more, receive pay for the use of cars, 
The earnings from these through cars are divided 
daily between the roads, precisely pro rata per 
mile, in the same way as if the freight was trans- 
ferred at the terminus of each road, The system 
has given eminent satisfaction to both roads and 
shippers, and must continue to grow in favor as 
the saving to both is.so manifest, 

It will be seen by the report of the Superintend- 
ent, that the average income from freight during 
the past year, was $2 78 per tov, against $8 40 
per ton the year previous, This reduction of 62 
cents per ton is partially explained by him, in the 
increase of tonnage from coal, upon which we get 
less than $1 00 per ton for freight. Much of this 
reductivn however, may be explained in the fact, 
that the tariffs on through freight being regulated 
by competing lines, it is not under the cvntrol of 
this Company, 

The reports for the past four years business,

Daring the last twelve months, through ton- 
nage South was 289,769 tons, against 39,660 tons 
North, Of course, if our business was more equal. 
ly divided in direction, North and South, the net 
profits, in proportion to gross earnings, would be 
much more, as empty cars are returned from the 
South at almost the cost of hauling loaded ones. 
We hope to remedy this evil to some extent, by 
insisting upon loading with coal, our empty box 
ears returning from Chattanaoga, iostead of using 
coal cars for that trade, and returning them empty 
from Nashville to the mines, along the line of

Corn as Fuel. 
The cost of marketing the product of the west- 
ern corofields enables the Council Bluffs (Iowa) 
Nonpareil to make the following statement : 


We are glad to see that many of onr citizens 
are taking advantage of the low price of corn :o 
lay in heavy supplies of it for fuel. We have 
experimented with it the last week, and find that it 
is an admirable substitute for both wood and coal, 
and that at present prices there is both economy 
and comfort in its use. 

A ton of corn, 33 bushels, at 17 cents per 
bushel, is $5 60. We consider this equal to a 
cord of bard wood, as supplied and measured 
in our market, at $7; the cutting of this cord, 
$1 50; total, $8 50. Thus making @ saving of 
nearly three dollars a cord, 

For kitchen fuel it is superior to wood, except 
hickory, and cheaper than that, It makes a very 
hot fire with a great deal of blaze, We judge 
that three tons of corn are equal to the heat of 
one ton of hard coal, while in economy of its use 
itis equal to one and ahalf tons of coal, In 
small families and small houses there is always 
great waste of hard coal, while thereis none in 
the use of corn,

Debt of Virginia. 

Upon the subject of the public debt of Virginia 
the Governor in his message says: 

“First, our public debt has not been increased 
one dollar since 1861, except from the accretions 
of interest, which we have not been able to pay. 
£econd, the total old debt (authorized to be 
funded under the act of March 80, 1871) on the 
Ist of July, 1871, after deducting payments by 
railroads then or since made, was $45,718,112 23, 
two-thirds of which is $80,478,741 49, on 
which amount you authorized the payment of 
interest during your last session, thus forever 
silencing the question of our liability for two- 
thirds of the original debt with accumulated in- 
terest, 

“Under the funding act the amount of annual 
interest on $26,000,000 would be $1,560,000, the 
available assets for the reduction of which 
amounted in stocks to $6,769,849 50; deduct this 
sura from the total debt, as given by the auditor, 
and it leavesa balance of only $38,948,262 738, 
two-thirds of which is $25,965,508 48, the annual 
interest upon which would be but $1,557,980 50. 
But the General Assembly having repealed the 
law authorizing the sale of these assets, the State 
does not derive any interest from them, except 
from the Richmond and Danville Company, yet 
the amount they represent in State bonds is ace 
cumulating interest against the State. There is 
no reason why this should not be stoppef, and

. BAILROAD COMPANIES—-A TRAVELER ON A CROSS- 


ING MUST USE HIS EYES AND BARS. 

The facts in the recent case of Davis and others 
vs, The New York Central and Hadson River 
Rai!road Company, (47 N. Y., 400,) are fully and 
clearly stated in the following opinion by— 

Grover, J.—To entitle the plaintiffs to go to 
the jury, the evidence must have been such as to 
make the questions, whether the injury received 
by their testator was the result of the negligence 
of the defendant, and whether he was free from 
any negligence contributing thereto, proper for 
their determination. No question is made by the 
counsel for the appellant, bat that the first was 
such, The point made relates to the second. 
Upon this the difference between the counsel is 
not as to the law respecting the degree of care 
incumbent upon the testator to protect himself 
from injury in crossing the defendant’s track, but 
in its application to the testimony, given in the 
case, The law required of the testator the exer- 
cise of such a degree of care as prudent persons 
knowing the danger to be encountered and atten- 
tive to their safety, would take to shield them- 
selves from injury therefrom ; it is settled that this 
requires a vigilant use of the eyes in looking, and 
of the ears in listening, upon approaching a high- 
way crossing to ascertain whether there is a train 
approaching and that if by the vigilant use of 
these faculties while approaching the crossing, 
the vicinity of such a train may be discovered by 
the traveler in time to avoid a collision therewith, 
the omission so to exercise them, and thus avoid 
an injury is such negligence as will bar a recov- 
ery therefor, although the railroad company may 
have been guilty of negligence contributing there- 
to, It is likewise settled that, if the evidence is 
such that it would be the duty of the court to 
set aside a verdict finding the traveler free from 
negligence as against evidence, it is error to deny 
a motion for non-suit, The present case requires 
a farther remark. The law requires of the trav- 
eler the exercise of this care while approaching 
the crossing. It does not require him to stop for 
the purpose of listening. If with a team it does 
not require that he should get out of the vehicle 
in which he is riding, leave his team, and go to 
the track for the purpose of looking, or to rise up 
in his vehicle and go upon the track in a standing 
position, to enable him to obtain a better view of 
the track, This would be requiring extraordinary 
care, such as is rarely, if ever, exercised by the 
most prudent. In applying the law to the present 
case the inquiry is whether a verdict finding that 
the testator could not by this use of his eyes and 
ears while approaching the crossing, have discov- 
ered the train, by a cullision with which he was 
killed, in time to have avoided it, should have been 
set aside by the Court as against the evidence. 
If it should the nonsuit was right, and the order 
of the General Term setting it aside should be re- 
versed: but, if not, the order of that court was 
right, and should be affirmed. An examination 
of the case shows that the testator approached 
the crossing upon a road crossing the track at an 
angle of forty-five degrees, with a slight wind 
blowing from him toward the approaching cars; 
that the train approached the crossing from the 
east, running through a cut. The testimony 





prevented the anyone of the noise made by the 
train, and rendered it highly probable that the 
testator, if attentive and listening for the sound, 
could not have heard it while riding in his wagon, 
which he was driving upon a slow trot or walk 
uatil he got upon or so near the track as to pre- 
vent him from extricating himself from the dan- 
ger. Against this there was nothing in conflict 
except the fact that the noise made by a train 
while running at the rate of speed of the one in 
question, can usually be beard a considerable 
distance, The irjury occurred in August. The 
plaintiff introduced witnesses who testified that 
at this time the view of the track, upon which the 
train was approaching the crossing, was obscured 
from the road upon which the plaiatiff’s testator 
was approaching, by corn growing upon tbe land 
adjacent to the road. The foliage in an-orchard, 
rank weeds upon the banks of the land of the de- 
fendant, in addition to the fences, the cutting for 
the track, and the hilly surface in the vicinity of 
the crossing ; and that, in fact, a train could not 
be seen by one approaching the crossing. as the 
testator did, until his horses were nearly upon the 
track. In answer to this, the defendant proved, 

by a large number of witnesses, that in February 
they went there and examined for the purpose of 
determining how fara train could be seen by a 
person approaching the crossing sitting in a 
wagon ; and that when the person so sitting was 
about thirty feet from the crossing,he could see the 
train eight or nine rods from the crossing, and that 
the distance at which it could so be seen, rapidly 
increased upon going nearer to the railroad track, 
At this time there was no growing corn, foliage 
or weeds growing there to obscure the view; 

consequently, this testimony did not establish that 
a train could be so seen in August, while such ob- 
struction to thé view existed. It did not show 
that in August the testator could, by looking 
have seen the train in time to have avoided the 
collision. It could not, therefore, be held as a 
question of law that his failure sooner to discover 
the train was the result of his inattention to the 
danger of his situation, or of his failure to use 
his senses to guard ugainst it. These questions 
upon the evidence should have been submitted to 
the jury. There was no pretence of any negligence 
of the testator after his discovery of the train. 
It was so near, and running at each speed, that 
the collision occurred almost immediately there- 
after. 

The order of the General Term directing a 
new trial must be affirmed, and judgment given 
for the plaintiff upon the stipulation, 

Judgment affirmed.
